Stock can usually be handled by Christmas time. We can dig 
only one uariety:at a time for all aggregate orders to enable us to 
handle the output while dormant, therefore it is impossible to ship 
full assortments early in the digging season. When Pacific Coast 
orders are filled (about February lst.) all the unsold stock we 
have is shipped to St. Louis.

GRADES 


XX —( Tied in Bundles of Ten Plants Each) 


Very stocky and strong, heavily rooted. Are cut to 30 inches 
of wood when packed. 


NO. 1—(Tied in Bundles of Ten Plants Each) 

Hybrid Perpetuals and Clirnbers, graded 24 to 50 inches of 
wood. Teas, Hybrid Teas, etc., graded 18 to 24 inches of wood. 
All plants stocky. well rooted, with three or more branches. Are 
cut to 24 inchesof wood when packed.  — 


NO. 2 —(Tied in Bundles of Twenty-five Plants Each) 

Hybrid Perpetuals and Climbers graded 18 to 24 inches of 
wood. Teas, Hybrid Teas, etc., graded 12 to 18 inches of wood. 
All plants stocky, well rooted, with three or more branches. Are 
cut to 18 inches of wood when packed. 

All No. 2’s are extra fine for transplanting to nursery rows; a 
portion of them are heavy enough for retail use with many 
nurserymen. 

Wm. A. Richardson, Cherokee, ,Duchess of Albany and Gen. 
Washington are not as robust growers as other sorts and we are 
obliged to grade them a little lighter.
